THE EXECUTIVE AGENT 
An ‘‘Executive A gent” of ‘he County 
Child Welfare Board if needed to enable 
the board to promote the enforcement of all 
laws for til** protection of defective, illegit­ 
imate, dependent, nee looted and delinquent 
children, to co-operate to this end with the 
Juvenile courts and all reputable 
child- 
helping and child-placing agencies of a 
public or private character, and to take 
the Initiative in all m a t 'c t s Involving the 
interests of children where adequate pro­ 
vision therefor has not already been made. 
The duties of such an agent will he found 
as varied and numerous as are the vices, 
shortcomings, Mid imperfections of human 
nature. 
It will b** chiefly preventive and 
I formao-ty in its nature. 
In all of o ur 
c< mmunities we have children growing up 
in idleness, tru a n t s from duties of home 
and school, developing low 
and
